A Sierra Madre merchant is out on $19,500 bail 
afier having been charged by the Hawthorne 
Police Department of kidnapping, robbery and 
stolen vehicle last Tuesday. Investigation began at 
8 a.m. but the arrest was at 3 p.m. 

Detective Charles Leonard of the Hawthorne 
Police told The News that his department will file 
against the Sierra Madre merchant with the district 
attorney in the city of Inglewood next week on 
the charge of receiving stolen property. 

Leonard said, “He is certainly a player in 
the crime.” He added, “We’ll present all the evi¬ 
dence to the D.A. and he’ll sort it out.”

He worked as 
a draftsman in Sierra Madre and remodeled and 
built several homes around the town. He also 
designed his home in the canyon area. He was 
known as a handyman around town and was always 
quick to help everyone who needed help. 

Mr. Tarup very much enjoyed playing the piano 
and took lessons off and on for years. He plan¬ 
ned to leave his piano to Glendale Conmmniiy 
College. He also specified substantial memorial gilts 
to Friends of the Library and the city ol Sierra 
Madre. 

Besides his parents, Mr. Tarup leaves several 
cousins in Orange County.

Local couple experience phone harassment 


A Sierra Madre couple has had a disquieting 
experience ove*- he last three months and wish to 
share it, anon; .iiously, with other residents. 

In mid-August, a man who called himself a 
representative of the Los Angeles Humane Society 
called them, obvously using the phone book for 
their number, about 9:30 one evening. He identi¬ 
fied himself as “Steve” and said he had received 
several complaint'- about the couple's dogs and that 
he was tired of it. He continued to call every half 
hour until about 3 a.m. 

In the conservation he told them that he would 
be at their home at 6 a.m. to pick up the dogs 
and annihilate them. 

The Sierra Madreans called the local police and 
complained but the police explained that there was 
really nothing they could do and suggested the 
couple change the phone number or put a tracer 
on the calls. 

Since they had kept the same phone number 
for 40 years, the Sierra Madreans decided they did 
not want to change numbers yet, hoping that the 
called would discontinue his harassment. 

However, each night for about a week he 
continued to call. There was a “resting period” 
of about 1 'A weeks, then he continued his nightly 
calls. The calls have tapered off a bit but they still 


The Sierra Madreans took to using a whistle 
to blow into the phone, hoping to deter the un¬ 
wanted caller, and had to warn their friends to speak 
first to identify themselves. As soon as local people 
blew the whistle they would hang up the phone. 

This past week a male voice called again, and 
the Sierra Madre woman, realizing the caller was 
not the usual voice, said, “Steve, where have you 
been? We’ve missed you.” 

He immediately said, “This isn’t Steve. He 
gave me your number,” and he proceeded to mouth 
implied obscenities. She hung up the phone quickly. 

Out of desperation they called the Pasadena 
Humane Society and when they told the repre¬ 
sentative the story, she said, “Do you live in Sierra 
Madre? We’re getting a lot of calls just like this 
from Sierra Madre.” 

The Sierra Madreans live 1 'A blocks from the 
location where the dog died after having a broom 
handle rammed down its throat over a month ago. 

The Sierra Madre couple share this exper¬ 
ience hoping that others who have had like calls 
will report the information to The News. Per¬ 
haps these dog owners can compare stories in an 
effort to find the caller.

Motorists 
should take extra precaution from the mo¬ 
ment they get behind the wheel, beginning 
with fastening safety belts for all occu¬ 
pants. On long trips, take a break or let 
someone else take the wheel after about 
200 miles, or whenever you feel drowsy 
or fatigued. Of course, we must empha¬ 
size the danger of combining drinking and 
driving. Approximatley half of all traffic 
deaths involve the use, or misuse of 
alcohol. 


Traffic enforcement agencies have 
stated that increased traffic survelliance 
will take place during the holiday per¬ 
iod and their principal target will be the 
drinking driver, Kaplan said.

The future, indeed the survival, of any 
institution lies in the nurturing and involve¬ 
ment of its youngest members. So it has been 
with the Sierra Madre Public Library. From its 
beginnings in the turreied green frame structure 
to the present day, the library has welcomed 
children. It has been a place where children 
could be comfortable exploring the magical 
world of books. 

In those early days there was just a child¬ 
ren’s shelf along the east wall of the library. A 
children’s area did not become a reality until 
1955 with the opening of the present library. In 

1959 it was displaced by the Reference Room 
and was moved, in turn, to the community 
center room where it remains today. 

In 1%5, Librarian Paul Ax really develop¬ 
ed the children’s room and services. He arranged 
for the compilation of a children’s card cata¬ 
log, ordered colorful child size tables and chairs, 
and used the oak counter from the original 
library, newly topped with formica, as the 
children’s check out counter. 

Now a children’s librarian was needed, 
and happily, Gloria Hinshaw was appointed to 
fill the post. She remained in that position from 

1960 to 1980 when she retired. In that 20- 
year period she saw generations of children 
(my own included) become avid readers and 
library users. In 1980 Toni Buckner, the pre¬ 
sent City Librarian, was engaged as children’s 
librarian, and in 1985 Donna Watkins took 
over the position. 

There has always been some kind of sum¬ 
mer reading program for young people at the 
library, even in the earliest days. But in 1940 the 
first formalized one began. The Summer Read¬ 
ing Club has continued every year, each summer 
with a different theme but always with in¬ 
centives to capture the child’s fancy and to get 
him reading. 

This past summer, in honor of the library’s 
100th birthday, Donna Watkins launched the 
Centennial Reader’s Club within the Summer 
Reading Club. To qualify a child had to be 
entering 4th grade and he had to read 100 books 
in a 10-week period. Thirty-six people ac¬ 
complished this. They were honored at a special 
party at the end of the Summer Reading Club. 

We salute all the young people who have 
grown up in this community and have been 
a vital part of the library through the years. 
Now as adults many of them bring their child¬ 
ren to the library to acquaint them with the 
world of books. The cycle continues.

Clcncral Telephone customers in Sierra Madre 
and a portion ot Arcadia with the telephone pre 
fix 355 will make their “one-plus” direct-dialed 
calls with the long distance company of their 
choice when a new service called Equal Access 
begins on Nov. 28. 

“With Equal Acess, customers select a pre 
ferred long distance company for ‘one-plus’ calls 
beyond Cleneral Telephone’s serving territories, 
said Chuck Beckwith, General Telephone’s local 
District Manager. “Customers may also use long 
distance companies other than their preferred pro 
vidcr by dialing their five-digit access code, 
he reported 

“We encourage customers to contact the long 
distance companies to see which ones are offering 
one-plus and five-plus calling,” Beckwith added. 

“Customers who did not make an Equal 
Access choice on the initial ballot will receive a 
second ballot in December that includes the name 
of a long distance carrier randomly selected for 
them. Unless they return their second ballot by the 
date indicated, that long distance carrier will be 
their assigned preferred company,” Beckwith ex¬ 
plained. 

Customers assigned to a preferred company 
will have six months following the Equal Access 
conversion date to make one change free of charge. 
All additional changes will be charged a General 
Telephone service fee. 

Beckwith said General Telephone plans to have 
2.9 million customer lines state-wide converted to 
Equal Access by the end of 1987, and all customer 
lines converted by the end ot 1990.

The Disaster Action 
Team of the Arcadia 
Chapter, American Red 
Cross has helped victims 
of the Oct. 1 earthquake 
by working with per¬ 
sonnel from other Red 
Cross areas, in around- 
the-clock shifts at the 
shelter set up in Al¬ 
hambra. 

The Disaster Team 
inembers have been for¬ 
mally trained in various 
disaster shelter duties, 
including management, 
records and reports and 
food services. Seventeen 
members of the team ex¬ 
pended 369 man-hours 
during their shelter assign¬ 
ments, announced James 
R. Parker, executive 
director of the Arcadia 
Chapter. 

More than 2000 families 
have been the recipients 
of Red Cross assistance 
i at seven service centers 
throughout the local 
area. During the disaster 
operation, more than 
9000 persons were housed 
in Red Cross emergency 
shelters as volunteers 
prepared and served some 
180,000 meals to disaster 
victims and workers. 

More that 1200 vol- 
’unteers worked in the 
various functions during 
the disaster with cost of 
the operation exceeding 
$2 million.

Sierra Madre Rose 
Float Association is gear¬ 
ing up for its finale — 
completion of the float, 
“Keeping in Touch,” for 
the Jan. 1 Tournament 
of Roses Parade in Pasa¬ 
dena. 

The Sierra Madre Rose 
Float Association is an 
all-volunteer nonprofit 
organization from this 
Foothill city of approxi¬ 
mately 11,000. 

According to the Pasa¬ 
dena Tournament of 
Roses records, Sierra 
Madre has had an entry 
in the Tournament of 
Roses Parade since 1917. 
However, some local re¬ 
cords indicate that we 
may have had an entry 
as early as 1909. The as¬ 
sociation has about 125 
members. 

Each year the associa¬ 
tion must raise its own 
funds to put together this 
city’s float. The fund¬ 
raising season is now be¬ 
ginning with letters being 
mailed to all residents 
this week. The float 
building and fundraising 

are activities which bring 
the community together. 
All ages work on the float 
, as well as at fundrais¬ 
ing activities. They sell 
T-shirts, sweat shirts, 

’ mugs and pins. Also, the 
organization has a food 
^ booth at the local lib¬ 
rary’s Art Fair each year 
’ and also following the 
I local Fourth of July 
' parade. 

j This year’s entry is 
now one of only six self¬ 
decorated floats in the 
j New Year’s Parade. This, 
of course, was the ori- 
^ ginal intent of the parade 
and local citizens are 


proud of the continuity 
of this tradition and the 
involvement of the whole 
community. Our floats 
have won the Founder’s 
prize in 1978 and the 
Princess award for best 
small float in 1986. Pic¬ 
tures of all past floats 
are on display at City 
Hall. 

Each year the Sierra 
Madre Rose Float As¬ 
sociation makes avail¬ 
able three scholarships. 
These are awarded to lo¬ 
cal young people who 
have worked on the float. 
Several are now attend¬ 
ing college with the help 
of these scholarships. 

The Sierra Madre Rose 
Float Association is run 
by officers who are elect¬ 
ed each year plus three 
board members who are 
elected for three - year 
terms. Most of the plan¬ 
ning for events and deci¬ 
sion - making regarding 
spending, etc. is handled 
by this board. Meetings 
are held on the 4th Mon¬ 
day of each month (ex¬ 
cept December) at City 
Hall at 8 p.m. New mem¬ 
bers are always welcome. 

The association has a 
very hard - working con¬ 
struction crew who have 
been working for several 
months at night and on 
weekends. They can al¬ 
ways use help from the 
community. 

Later, the flowering 
committee will become 
active; in fact, flowers 
for the 1988 float have 
already been ordered. 
This is a very exact science 
and takes many years of 
working with the flowers 
to be accurate about the 
number of flowers to or¬ 
der. Most of them come 


from wholesale florists in 
the Los Angeles Flower 
Mart. 

The theme of this 
year’s parade is “Thanks 
to Communication.” 
Sierra Madre’s float is 
“Keeping in Touch.” It 
represents a small com¬ 
munity, such as Sierra 
Madre, where friends and 
neighbors meet at the 
general store to ex¬ 
change ideas, news and 
gossip. Three local girls 
will ride on the float as 
Sierra Madre’s princesses. 

The predominate flow¬ 
ers on the float will be 
chrysanthemums. There 
will be lots of roses, a 
few tulips and some Den- 
drobium orchids that will 
represent wistaria on 
the top of the building. 
A path will be paved with 
potatoes tp represent cob¬ 
blestones. 

Help will be needed for 
the flowering right after 
Christmas. If you can 
help, just show up at the 
Rose Float Building in 
Sierra Vista Park. On-the- 
job training is provided. 

There are many wa'ys 
for citizens of Sierra 
Madre to support this 
team effort of our com¬ 
munity. Please attend any 
functions that you can. 
Donate in response to 
the letter that will be 
arriving at your homes, 
or take your donations 
to the Sierra Madre 
News, and come out and 
help with the building 
and flowering of the 
float. This is an activity 
of which we can all be 
proud and another reason 
why we are glad to live 
in Sierra Madre.

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New law limits hazard insurance Dsstin ndiTiGd dWdrd r0cipi©nt 


A new law limiting the 
maximum amount of 
hazard insurance a home- 
buyer must purchase to 
qualify for a mortgage 
loan will mean sub¬ 
stantial savings in pre¬ 
mium costs for thousands 
of Califrornians, ac¬ 
cording to the Cali¬ 
fornia Association of 
Realtors (C.A.R.) 

AB 1673, introduced 
in March by Assembly- 
man Pat Johnston and 
signed into law in late 
September by Gov. 
George Deukmejian, 
places a cap on the 
amount of fire or 
hazard insurance a len¬ 
der can require a bor¬ 
rower to purchase in 
order to secure a loan 
on real property. Pre¬ 
viously, some lenders 
required that home- 
buyers purchase coverage 
equal to the amount of 
their loan balance. As a 
result, many homebuyers 
ended up paying for 
more insurance than 
would be necessary to 
replace structures or 
other improvements. 

“This law will pro¬ 
tect new homebuyers 
from being over-insured 
and may reduce hazard 
insurance premiums for 
many existing home- 
owners,” said C.A.R. 
President Jack Paulson. 

Paulson explained 
how a homebuyer could 
end up with more hazard 
insurace than is needed 
to protect his investment. 

“Because the home it¬ 
self typically represents 
only 60 percent of the 
total property value, 
borrowers with high loan 
balances relative to 
the purchase price will be 
over-insured if their 


coverage is for the 
full loan balance,” Paul¬ 
son said. 

“For example, let’s 
say you purchased a home 
for $125,000 — with the 
land worth $50,000 and 
the improvements valued 
at $75,000,” said Paul¬ 
son. “If you took out a 
standard 80 percent loan 
of $100,000 and the 
lender required hazard 
insurance in that amount, 
you would be over-in¬ 
sured by $25,000. 
Depending on which in¬ 
surance company you 
used, the added pre¬ 
mium cost for being 
over-insured could range 
from $55 to $75 annually.” 

Paulson added that 
the savings could be sub¬ 
stantially higher in 
areas of the state where 
land values are partic¬ 
ularly high and for 
homebuyers who have 
purchased optional 
hazard coverages, 
such as earthquake in¬ 
surance. 

In response to com¬ 
plaints from over-insured 
borrowers, the state 
attorney general’s office 
asked Assemblyman 
Johnston to seek 
legislation that would 
place a cap on the amount 
of insurance lenders 
could require as a 
condition of granting a 
home loan. C.A.R. in¬ 
itially became involved 
with the Johnston bill 
because of concerns over 
its potential negative 
impact on the ability 
of lender to sell home 
loans in the secondary 
market. Additionally, 
it appeared the legis¬ 
lation might be amended 
to allow lenders to 
continue requiring full 


loan-balance coverage 
on certain home loans, 
according to Alex 
Creel, vice president of 
Governmental Affairs lor 
C.A.R. 

“We felt that the 
amendments defeated 
the intent of the bill, 
which was to set a 
maximum coverage cap 
that would protect 
homebuyers from inad¬ 
vertently purchasing 
too much hazard insur¬ 
ance,” said Creel. “As 
a result, C.A.R. worked 
for amendments which 
eventually appeared in 
the final form of the 
bill,” 

As siened bv the 


governor, AB 1673 man¬ 
dates that “no lender 
shall require a borrower 
under a loan secured by 
real property to provide 
hazard insurance 
in an amount exceeding 
the replacement value ol 
the improvements on the 
property as established 
by the property insurer 
selected by the 
borrower.” 

“We hope that infor¬ 
mation on this legislation 
will be widely dis¬ 
persed throughout 
the lending, insurance 
and brokerage com¬ 
munities,’’ concluded 
Paulson.

“1 recogni/e and ap¬ 
plaud the Air Force lor 
its perfect 25-year salety 
recrrrd. However, given 
the toxic nature of spilled 
rocket fuel, it seems pru¬ 
dent lo transport this 
material by the safest 
possible route. Currently, 
the fuel moves along 
some of the most heavily 
travelled roads in the 
world,” said Moorhead.

SAT scores drop 


Results of the 1986-87 
Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) for Arcadia High 
School show an average 
verbal score of 412 and 
an average math score 
of 522 which indicates a 
drop in both categories, 
reported Wade Askew, 
assist am superiniendeiii 
of the Arcadia Unified 
School District. 

I he verbiil seoie was 
dt)wn two points and the 
math 14. National 
averages show a score 
ol 430 for the verbal 
and 476 for math. The 
Arcadia combined score 
is 935 while the national 
average in 906. 

The SAT is a 2'/2- 
hour, multiple choice 
test that measures verbal 
and mathematical reason¬ 
ing abilities related to 
successful performances 


in college. 

Nationwide, approxi¬ 
mately 38 percent of the 
graduating seniors take 
the SAT. During the 
1986-87 school year, 447 
Arcadia High seniors, 
approximately 65 percent, 
look the test. This is the 
second largest number 
of Arcadia students to 
take the te.st and the 
highest percent. 

Several steps for SAT 
improvement have been 
developed by the school 
district.
